hen Uptown residents Jared Milrad and Nathan Johnson first began plan- 
ning their Lakeview wedding, they figured it would be a small ceremony 
with 50 guests. 


Then Hillary Clinton announced their 
wedding to the world Sunday in her 2016 
presidential campaign kick-off video, which 
featured Milrad, 31, and Johnson, 30, holding 
hands and mentioning their upcoming nup- 
tials as part of a montage of personal stories 
by Americans embarking on something new 
“We had told all of our close friends and 
family {we were getting married], but some of 
our friends and family didn’t know the exact 
date yet,” Milrad said. “Hillary Clinton’s an- 
nouncement was in some ways an announce- 
ment to some of our friends and family that 
we’re getting married this summer.” 

Now the couple is rapidly expanding their 
guest list as more friends contact them about 
their cameos in Clinton’s two-minute video, 
which was posted to YouTube. The couple 
says they plan to invite as many as 100 people 
including one special guest: Clinton. 

Milrad tweeted Clinton on Monday telling 
her to “save the date” for their July 19 wed- 
ding at Montrose Harbor on the North Side 


and reception at the Center on Halsted, an 
LGBTQ community center in Lakeview 

“We thought she might be nearby in Iowa 
and extended the invitation,” Milrad said. 
Iowa is an early battleground state in presi- 
dential politics. 

The couple’s invitation to publicly support 
Clinton came through a friend of a friend who 
was making a video of Clinton fans. Milrad said 
he didn’t know at the time the shoot would be 
used for Clinton’s announcement video but 
figured it could be used in a future ad. 

Milrad said the crew filmed them in their 
Uptown apartment and walking their 6 -year- 
old pitbull mix Cooper for about an hour in 
late March. Cooper didn’t make the cut but 
“he’s still a Hillary supporter at the end of the 
day” 

Milrad said they didn’t know they were in 
the video or that it was released Sunday until 
they were shopping for wedding invitations 
and stationary and started getting messages 
from friends and family In the video, they are 


shown holding hands and Milrad says, “I’m 
getting married this summer to someone I re- 
ally care about.” 

“We got several messages on our phones 
that people were proud of us and happy for 
us,” Milrad said. “Things took off from there.” 

The announcement has received more 
than 3.6 million YouTube views, as of Tuesday 
afternoon. Milrad, who founded Civic Legal 
Corps, which provides low-cost legal services, 
said the response has been “overwhelmingly 
positive.” 

The couple, who got engaged in 2012 in 
New York and moved to Chicago from Bos- 
ton in 2013, said they plan on supporting Clin- 
ton throughout her campaign. Milrad is a for- 
mer Obama campaign worker while Johnson, 
a health care consultant, is a longtime Clinton 
supporter. 

They are hoping Clinton will support them 
on their big day— their wedding day— since 
they helped her on her big day, announcing 
her candidacy And even though their guest 
list may be doubling, Clinton still will be al- 
lowed to bring a plus-one, Milrad said. 

“I think it would be pretty amazing to have 
her there and hopefully pretty inspiring,” 
Milrad said.

Hillary Clinton hits 
the campaign trail 

MONTICELLO, Iowa Hillary Clinton de- 
clared herself a “champion” for struggling 
families Tuesday offering a full embrace 
of policies promoted by liberal Demo- 
crats at the first formal event of her presi- 
dential campaign. 

“I think it’s fair to say that as you 
look across the country the deck is still 
stacked in favor of those already at the 
top,” Clinton said during a discussion 
with students and teachers at a com- 
munity college in rural Iowa. “There’s 
something wrong with that.” 

After a stop in the town of LeClaire,

From raves to recovery 


Four of us sat cross- 
legged in a circle 
on the floor of an 
underground rave in 
Midtown, Manhat- 
tan, eyes shut, hold- 
ing hands. It was the 
Wednesday before 
Thanksgiving. We 
were under 21 and on 
too many psychedel- 
ics. Today Fm sober 
and have been for 
years. But back in ’98 , 1 hadn’t scratched the 
surface of the complications drugs eventu- 
ally would bring into my life. It was before 
two overdoses, a failing liver 
and routine blackouts that led 
to waking up in emergency 
rooms, jail cells and psych 
wards. Back then, the joy stiU 
ran equal to the pain. 

It was one of those scenes 
you might see on a TV show 
like “Friday Night Lights” 
where the characters have a 
moment that seems too cos- 
mic to be real. The sentence 
fell out of my best friend’s 
mouth like a line of poetry: 

“What’re we going to do?” 

We all opened our eyes as if in 
unison. Everything seems like 
it’s in unison when you’re on 
ecstasy 

The question hung in the 
air. I suppose she could’ve just 
meant, “The party is closing 
up in an hour, are we going to 
go walk around Times Square? 

Or go to the park?” But it seemed like some- 
thing more. 

I had no idea what I was going to do. I’d 
been in New York City just more than a year 
and had started to realize I did not want to 
dedicate my life to making films. I’d spent my 
entire childhood thinking I would be a film- 
maker and my parents nearly went bankrupt 
sending me to film school, but now I wasn’t 
sure. Sitting in that circle on the club’s floor, 

I just felt like a confused kid. I knew my 
friends were confused, too. We gripped our 
hands tighter together and in response to this 
confusion, we cried. It was like all of space 
and time had blossomed into that moment. 

A similar feeling of confusion, beauty and 
universal awe struck again years later while 
sitting next to a fire in northern Washington 
the moment I decided to get sober. Coming 


back to life after yet 
another overdose, 

I stared at the Blue 
Mountains and knew 
I was done. 

Back outside the 
club, we all separated 
and I was lost on 
the streets of New 
York City at 5 a.m. I 
was supposed to be 
flying to Minnesota 

that morning to spend Thanksgiving with 
my family Yep, straight from a rave to JFK 
Airport. No suitcase, nothing. It’s a clear nod 
to what is privileged in our world— white- 
ness, maleness— that I ever 
was permitted to board an 
airplane at all in those days, 
but I was. 

As I looked for the train 
station, it suddenly appeared, 
massive and green. I saw a 
bunch of people, including 
a police officer, gathered 
around it, holding it down 
with a huge white net as it 
towered over them three 
stories high. What had they 
captured? I slipped past a 
police barricade and stood 
directly under the enormous 
creature just as it started to 
rise up against the net, ex- 
tending a long green claw as 
its form took shape. A huge 
green head, big white eyes 
and a wide-open pink mouth. 

This was the Kermit the 
Frog balloon. I accidentally 
had wandered right into the staging area for 
the Mac/s Thanksgiving Day Parade. Vision 
fuzzy and head spinning, I stared up at my 
childhood idol until I was asked leave, and I 
walked away wondering if any of this was too 
cosmic to be real. 

As recovering addicts, our stories are our 
most sacred possession. They function as both 
myth and prophecy; a constant reminder of 
where we were, and where we do not want to 
return. There are Kermit balloons and hos- 
pital beds, friendship circles and jail cells. We 
hold all of them close, because for most of us, 
our lives depend on remembering them.

Identity thefts grow, 
complicate tax tilings

The number of identity theft incidents in- 
volving the nation’s taxpayers continues to 
soar, according to government statistics re- 
leased this month. 

About 2.9 million incidents of tax-related 
identity theft occurred in 2013, up from nearly 
1.8 million in 2012, according to a report from 
the U.S. Treasury Inspector General for Tax 
Administration. 

Tax-related identity theft occurs, the IRS 
says, when a criminal uses a stolen Social Secu- 
rity number to forge a tax return and attempt 
to get a fraudulent refund early in the filing sea- 
son. The fraud often surfaces when the legiti- 
mate taxpayer files his or her return later in the 
season and finds that two returns have been 
filed using the same Social Security number. 

Such fraud hurts “the ability of innocent 
taxpayers to file their tax returns and timely 
receive their tax refunds, often imposing sig- 


nificant financial and emotional hardships,” 
the inspector general said in the report. 

In February TurboTax, the country’s most 
popular do-it-yourself tax preparation soft- 
ware, halted processing state tax returns for 
about 24 hours because of a spike in fraudu- 
lent filings. Intuit, the company behind 
TurboTax, resumed filing state returns with 
increased anti-fraud measures a day after 
halting the process because state agencies 
reported a rise in filings with stolen personal 
information. 

The IRS continues to call identity theft a 
major concern, in January 2015 putting it on 
its “dirty dozen” list of tax scams to avoid. 

“From 2011 through October 2014, the IRS 
has stopped 19 million suspicious returns and 
protected over $63 billion in fraudulent re- 
funds,” the agency said in January 2015.

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I feel like people ask you about the name in 
every interview, and it’s definitely interest- 
ing ... Is Clemens a family name? 

No, actually not. It’s only me. I like that 
you’re asking me {about} my real name and 
not the band name. That’s good. {Laughs.} 

Did you like Philipp right away when you 
first met him? 

Actually yeah. We met on the first day of 
school. ... And we started hanging around 
together from the first time. We were on 
the same frequency and were interested in 
the same things. He’s a good spirit, yeah.

We’re more the calm 
thinkers, and trying 
to enjoy life. 

Are you as 
laid-back as your 
music suggests? 

I think so, yeah. I 
like to slow it down 
and take my time.

I had 
one guy who was very 
angry at me, but I 
was not angry at him, 
and he kind of kicked 
me, but it wasn’t that 
hard. I didn’t under- 
stand him. I was just 
confused, so I didn’t hit him back. 

Things exploded for you guys after you post- 
ed the video for “Stolen Dance” to YouTube 
in 2013 [it now sits at more than 136 million 
views]. Has it been easier to handle the crazi- 
ness around the band going through it with 
someone who’s a good friend? 

I think so, yeah. I can’t imagine having to 
go through this without a friend by my side. 
It’s good to have someone who can give you 
feedback, and so you don’t feel alone or lost 
somewhere. And sometimes you just have to 
talk to someone. We talk about everything 
because now we have a lot of experiences we 
share together. The last two years have been 
a big roller coaster for us. We have a lot of 
times that have been unreal and overwhelm- 
ing. I think you just have to concentrate on 


enjoying everything and not to get yourself 
lost in this kind of crazy world. 

You played your first U.S. show in New York 
in October. Did you have some image in your 
head of what life in the States would be like 
prior to making that first visit? 

I’d never been to the States before, so I had 
all those cliches in my mind. Like everything 
is kind of bigger: the streets are bigger, the 
pedestrians, the buildings. The cars are even 
bigger. And everybody has a car; that’s a 
cliche I would confirm. 

Your music gener- 
ally adopts a re- 
laxed pace, which 
runs counter to 
the image Ameri- 
cans generally 
associate with the 
German people. 

Are Germans as 
stern as the stereo- 
type suggests? 
{Laughs.} I mean, 
that’s the cliche, 
that Germans are 
very straight and 
serious and always 
on point. I think 
you can find these 
people everywhere. 
It’s more an old 
cliche. If you watch 
the old people, like 
our grandfathers 
and their grand- 
pas, I think they 
fit more into that 
cliche of the serious 
German human 
being. 

Which German 
cliche do you hate 
more: the idea that 
everyone is super serious or the idea that 
everyone there loves David Hasselhoff ’s 
music? 

{Laughs.} I like the second one. This is 
very good. 

You have a homecoming show set for Kas- 
sel, Germany, in August. Does that cause you 
to reflect on how far you’ve come over this 
last year? 

I’ve thought about it a little bit— what it 
means to me, and what I think I’ll experience 
when we do the show This year our touring 
is the biggest things we had. We never made 
a tour this long, with North America and 
Australia and everywhere. It’s a real home- 
coming, I guess, and it’ll be really intense.

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^Guitar Hero’ staging 
comeback with *Live’

Don’t call it a reunion tour. 

After a five-year hiatus, video game pub- 
lisher Activision announced Wednesday that 
they’re bringing the band back together in the 
form of a new and improved “Guitar Hero” 
that promises a rock star fantasy like never 
before. 

In “Guitar Hero Live”— which hits major 
gaming consoles, tablets and mobile devices 
this fall— the cartoonish avatars from previ- 
ous games have been replaced by live action 
videos of actors who play your bandmates, 
roadies and fans. As you strum the guitar at 
gigs ranging from smaller divey clubs to mas- 
sive Lollapalooza-like music fests in front of 
100,000 people, everyone reacts in real time 
to your “on-stage” performance. Strike the 
right chords and the audience will sing along 
and your bandmates will love you. Hit a sour 
note and they’ll turn on you. It’s all filmed in 
first-person mode to add to the immersion 
factor, Activision CEO Eric Hirshberg said. 

“When we look back, the {rock star] fanta- 
sy ended at the guitar-shaped controller. The 
screen didn’t reflect that,” Hirshberg said. 
“We wanted a game that really wanted you 
to feel like a star, that could actually give you 
stage fright.” 

In addition to the single-player focused 
“Live” mode, the game will include GHTV, a 
service Activision calls the “world’s first play- 
able music video network.” It will allow play- 
ers connected to the Internet to play along 
to streams of official videos from hundreds 
of different artists from a wider selection of 
genres than in past titles. Eall Out Boy bass- 


ist Pete Wentz’s performance at the “Guitar 
Hero Live” press event is proof that rock still 
will be in heavy rotation in the game’s set list, 
but expect to be jamming to folk, hip-hop, 
pop, EDM and country as well. 

“We’ve broadened our approach to the 
setlist,” said Jamie Jackson, “Guitar Hero 
Live” creative director. “It reflects the music 
festivals like Coachella, where you have all 
these different kinds of artists performing to 
the same audience.” 

The guitar-shaped controllers also have 
been retooled for realism’s sake. The hand- 
cramping five candy-colored button layout is 
replaced by two rows of three plain buttons 
that players can manipulate using only an in- 
dex, middle and ring finger. 

“We looked at how people played, a lot of 
people only played with three fingers, I was 
one of them,” Jackson said. “Once you had to 
use your pinky, or move your hand, it lost a lot 
of people. ... We made a new guitar that better 
reflects how people play the guitar naturally” 

The “Guitar Hero Live” unveil event at 
the Best Buy Theater in Times Square on 
Wednesday— which included appearances 
from Wentz, New England Patriots star Rob 
Gronkowski and actor/singer Vanessa Hud- 
gens— was a loud way to reintroduce a series 
that fell out of tune with gamers at the end of 
the last decade. Hordes of fake plastic instru- 
ments collected dust after the last in the series 
“Guitar Hero: Warriors of Rock” was released 
in 2010. It remains to be seen if longtime 
fans will be ready to pony up $99 for a new 
set of faux guitars, ryan smith is a redeye special

A harmful spectacle? 


Advocates fear ongoing 
Bruce Jenner speculation 
hurting transgender cause

When Time magazine put actress Laverne Cox 
on its cover last year and proclaimed transgen- 
der rights as America’s next “civil rights fron- 
tier,” many activists sensed their fight was mov- 
ing in the direction of acceptance. 

The video game “Dragon Age: Inquisition” 
soon introduced a transgender character, Ama- 
zon’s “Transparent” picked up a Golden Globe 
for its take on a transitioning retired professor 
and even “South Park” won praise for an epi- 
sode on gender identity 

And then the Bruce Jenner story happened. 

For months, the 65-year-old former Olym- 
pian has been the subject of tabloid fodder 
that he was transitioning to live his life as a 
woman. Reports pointed to his longer hair and 
painted nails. The paparazzi zoomed in on his 
every move. A celebrity magazine even Pho- 
toshopped an image of Jenner to look like a 
woman. 

The spectacle has transgender advocates 
alarmed. The speculation and jokes about Jen- 


net’s body and gender identity they say are 
profoundly disrespectful and have dragged a 
serious, deeply personal decision back to an 
era when it was characterized as a carnival side- 
show 

“When you make a spectacle out of guess- 
ing who is and isn’t transgender, it harms real 
transgender people just trying to go to school 
or work and trying to live their lives,” said Nick 
Adams, an L.A.-based spokesman for GLAAD 
who is transgender. 

Jenner has not publicly spoken about his 
plans. But he is scheduled to speak to ABC’s 
Diane Sawyer later this month for a two-hour 
special about him. 

Jenner has appeared with his extended fam- 
ily on the popular E! reality show “Keeping Up 
with the Kardashians,” leading to media specu- 
lation that Jenner’s rumored transition might 
be part of some show 

But Alan Nierob, a spokesman for Jenner, 
said Friday there is “no confirmation” of such 
a reality series, and a spokeswoman for E! de- 
clined to comment. 

The headlines about Jenner have become 
more frequent since the celebrity gossip maga- 
zine In Touch ^)(^ekly earlier this year superim- 


posed Jenner’s face onto the body of a female 
actress and added makeup. In Touch included 
Jenner’s “sex change rumors” in a list of “ce- 
lebrity scandals of 2014” that included Donald 
Sterling’s racist rant and the Bill Cosby rape al- 
legations. 

Such media portrayals of transgender people 
have an enormous effect on how Americans 
view them because most don’t know transgen- 
der people personally Adams said. While recent 
poUs show that about 90 percent of Americans 
say they know someone who is lesbian, gay or 
bisexual, only 8 percent know someone who is 
transgender, according to GLAAD. 

In fact, many activists refuse to talk specifi- 
cally about Jenner because they don’t want to 
add to the speculation, refraining from even 
discussing whether the former decathlon 
champion could serve as a role model. 

Many in the transgender community fear all 
the attention is distracting their efforts to focus 
the public conversation on the hardships they 
face. 

Last year, when Katie Couric asked trans- 
gender model Carmen Carrera and “Orange 
is the New Black” star Cox about transgender 
people’s bodies and surgery Cox pivoted the 


conversation from what she called a “preoc- 
cupation” with transition to the violence and 
discrimination they face. 

“If we focus on transition, we don’t actually 
get to talk about those things,” Cox said told 
Couric. 

Transgender people are four times more 
likely to be living in poverty and have an unem- 
ployment rate twice that of the general popu- 
lation, according to a 2011 survey of more than 
6,400 transgender people by the National Cen- 
ter for Tf ansgender Equality and the National 
LGBTQ Task Force. 

More than 90 percent of the trans people 
surveyed reported having experienced harass- 
ment or discrimination at work, while 41 per- 
cent had tried to commit suicide— dwarfing 
the general population figure of 1.6 percent. 

“I feel sometimes that we’re at war within 
our society because transgender people are get- 
ting killed, and people don’t understand that it 
is happening,” said Bamby Salcedo, president of 
the Los Angeles-based Trans-Latina Coalition. 

On a recent weekday morning, Drian Juarez, 
a transgender woman, led a cultural training 
workshop for employees of a Hollywood emer- 
gency youth shelter. 

“Most people go around the world assuming 
people will respect their gender identity” said 
Juarez, with the Los Angeles LGBT Center’s 
Transgender Economic Empowerment Proj- 
ect. “Eor transgender people, we never know 
how the world will respond to us. ^)(^’re pre- 
pared for people to not understand us.” 

Much of the hostility toward transgender 
people, Juarez said, comes from people who 
think the transgender person is trying to “fool 
them.” But trans people’s appearances, she said, 
aren’t a costume — or a joke. 

“I’ve been beaten up,” Juarez said. “I’ve lost 
jobs. This is really me. I’ve given up a lot. This is 
my authentic self” 

Like others, Juarez didn’t want to talk specif- 
ically about Jenner’s situation or what it might 
mean to the movement. 

She said she’s pleased that there are now 
more positive images of transgender people in 
the media than ever before, but the gains have 
come slowly 

“When people can see us, they still target us 
and hurt us,” Juarez said. “I think we still need 
to change the narrative.”
